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Anger at Rovers 
site homes plan 


ANGRY residents packed a 
town council meeting on 
Tuesday night to oppose 
plans to build 90 new 
houses on a former football 
ground near their homes. 

Developer Bloor Homes gave a 
presentation to Haverhill Town 
Council about plans for Hamlet 
Croft, off Hamlet Road, Haverhill 
- the former home of Haverhill 
Rovers Football Club. 

The company has bought the six-acre 
site, which is zoned for housing in St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s local 
plan, subject to planning consent. 

Mark Fox, a spokesman for the 
company, said concerns raised by 
residents at an exhibition in the town last 
week, about issues such as traffic 
congestion and drainage, were being 
addressed. However, residents attending 
the town council meeting felt their views 
were not being heard. 

Christine Murgatroyd said: “It is the 
traffic we have problems with now, let 
alone throwing out traffic from 90 
homes. It is a Conservation Area and you 
are increasing traffic. At the moment it is 
used by walkers and joggers, children 
playing, more people than when 
Haverhill Rovers were there.” 

Thom Box said: “I have seen buses 
locked in, unable to go backwards or 
forwards, outside my house on many 
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occasions.” 

Nigel Bishop said: “Traffic will be 
backed up past the High Street.” 

Stephen Wilkin said: “You are talking 
about an average of 270 cars in the 
morning and 270 cars in the evening.” 

Ja Miller said: “It is one of the nicest 
parts of Haverhill and we don’t want 90 
houses stuck in the middle of it.” 

Mick Stone said: “I live in Elmhurst 
Close and we are on a flood plain. What 
happens when the ponds get full and the 
river is full? It will come down on to us. 
We have had floods in the past and you 
want to put more water on there.” 

Cllr Lisa Carr, who used to be involved 
when Haverhill Rovers were at the 
ground, said: “Drainage is a major issue - 
we used to play on a quagmire. Parking 
and traffic on match days was 
horrendous and for these people it is 
going to like a match day every day.” 

Cllr Les Ager said: “Parking has always 
been a problem in Hamlet Road and the 
number of houses indicated here seems 
way over the top. I have supported 
Haverhill Rovers for 60 years and the 
ground there was always like a bog.” 

Mayor Cllr Maureen Byrne thanked 
the residents for raising their concerns 
and urged them to do so with St 
Edmundsbury planners once a formal 
planning application was made.

Residents set to ‘take 
back green spaces’ 


RESIDENTS are to go out 
pounding the streets in their 
areas to ‘take back their green 
spaces’. 

Plans for a new Streetwatch 
scheme in Haverhill were 
explained to members of 
Haverhill Town Council at their 
meeting on Tuesday night by its 
instigator PC Will Wright, who 
stressed that the individuals 
would not be there to confront 
troublemakers or act as 
vigilantes. 

PC Wright said he already had 
funds to set up schemes in three 
areas, at a cost of £500 each, and 
the first in Atterton Road and 
Henderson Close would be 
launched soon. He asked the 
town council to consider 
providing the £1,000 needed to 
fund schemes in the two 
remaining sections of the town 
and later he hoped to adapt the 
scheme to cover business and 
industrial areas. 

PC Wright said: “Schemes 
have already been set up by 
seven constabularies, some in 
cities and some in smaller towns. 
It is like Neighbourhood Watch, 
but out in the community, taking 
back green spaces. 

“It needs a group of 15 people 


who take turns to patrol an area. 
It is not to do our job for us, it is 
about high-visibility and 
engaging with people, not 
confrontation. If they see anti¬ 
social behaviour they will report 
it back to the relevant agency. 
They will spot problems more 
easily, like if something is not 
right or milk is piling up on 
someone’s doorstep. 

“It will complement the street 
pastors scheme, which is 
working brilliantly. They can sit 
with a vulnerable person, so that 
we can deal with the activists, 
people who are causing trouble.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said: 
“How will people know who they 
are and that they are not just 
busybodies? We don’t want 
vigilantes in the town.” 

Cllr David Russo said: “It 
sounds an excellent scheme. It is 
about doing something and not 
just turning a blind eye.” 

Cllr Phillip French offered to 
fund one of the schemes with 
cash from his county council 
locality budget. 

The town council agreed to 
defer the matter until funding 
had been sought from St 
Edmundsbury Borough council 
before deciding whether to help.

TOWN councillors have 
unanimously backed 
their mayor in a fight for 
a local public meeting 
to discuss plans to close 
or privatise a county 
council-run residential 
home for the elderly. 

Town mayor Cllr Maureen 
Byrne accused Suffolk County 
Council of abusing its power 
by ignoring the views of more 
than 4,000 people who signed 
a petition opposing plans to 
make the changes at Place 
Court in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, along with other 
residential homes in the 
county. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill 
town clerk, presented the 
petition at a county council 
meeting last month and was 
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allowed three minutes to 
highlight concerns. He spoke 
about the difficulty for people 
visiting relatives at homes 
elsewhere, when Haverhill 
has little public transport on 
Sundays or after 6pm on 
weekdays. He also pointed 
out the Place Court is the only 
home in the area rated as 
‘good’ by the Quality Care 
Commission. 

In a verbal response, 
portfolio holder Cllr Noble 
said residents would be kept 
fully informed when the 
home was transferred, even 
though a final decision is not 
due to be made on the issue 
until next April. 

Cllr Byrne urged coun¬ 


cillors at Tuesday night’s 
town council meeting to 
continue to fight for a public 
meeting in Haverhill, so that 
residents could raise their 
concerns directly with county 
councillors. 

She said: “A petition that 
has 4,000 signatures out of a 
community of 23,000 is 
substantial. I would still like 
to press for a public meeting 
to be held in Haverhill; I think 
it is the very least they could 
do. 

“I don’t think we have lost. 
The people of Haverhill have 
major concerns about care 
standards if this home is 
privatised. 

“We want to retain it under 
the control of the county 
council as care standards are 
exceptional. 

“We know what happens 


when homes are privatised - 
the things that go are care, 
cleaning and food. I have 
represented people in the 
care industry for 30 years and 
some of the homes are awful.” 

Cllr Les Ager said: “I 
remember going to the 
opening of Place Court about 
50 years ago and I haven’t 
heard one complaint from 
anybody about it. My view is 
if it isn’t broken, don’t fix it.” 

Cllr Graham Stroud said: “I 
am a relative newcomer, but 
when we collected signatures 
nobody had anything but 
good things so say about it. 

“My concern is that if they 
lump all these homes 
together we will lose out on 
the quality we have and we 
need to go on fighting for 
Place Court.”

A MOTHER and her two daughters 
had a lucky escape after being 
rescued from their home when fire 
broke out in the kitchen in the 
early hours of Tuesday morning. 

Next-door neighbour Paula Calver said 
she was woken at about 6am by the 
screams of her friend Tracey Chapman at 
the house in Pakenham Place, Haverhill. 

Paula said: “I heard her telling her 
daughter to get on the floor so I knew 
something was wrong. I went outside and 
saw smoke pouring out of the bedroom 
window 

“I called the fire brigade and they said 
they were already talking to her, so I called 
out to her to stay calm as we waited for 
them. Her elder daughter Elbe, who is 
about 13 or 14, jumped out of the back 
bedroom window and had run to a friend’s 
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house for help. 

“When the fire service arrived they 
smashed the kitchen window to get in, and 
then put a ladder up to the bedroom 
window to get Tracey and her younger 
daughter out. 

“It was Lauren’s birthday yesterday; I am 
not sure is she was 11 or 12. The nice 
firemen managed to get the dog, Poppy, 
out and I am looking after her, as well as 
their hamsters. 

“It was the dishwasher which caught fire 
and it is in the front garden. They went to 
hospital. I think they had smoke inhalation 
and the girls had a few cuts. 

“I think her husband Paul was at work at 
the time. It doesn’t bear thinking about 


how much worse it could have been.” 

She added: “I am going to go in and try 
and clear up for them a bit before they get 
back. The kitchen door was shut so I think 
it is mainly smoke damage in the kitchen. I 
was just relieved that they were all right.” 

A spokesman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said a woman and a 
girl who were rescued by the fire service 
had been taken to hospital suffering the 
effects of smoke inhalation. 

The service was alerted shortly before 
6am, when ambulance response cars, 
ambulances and the trusts hazardous area 
response team (HART) were sent to the 
scene. 

Ambulance service spokesman Gary 
Sanderson said: “Both the woman and girl 
were taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
further assessments following the fire.” 


RESIDENTS in a street where a 
mother and her daughters 
escaped from a fire earlier this 
week say wooden bollards 
alongside a grassed area 
hampered firefighters tackling 
the blaze. 

Tracey Chapman and her 
daughters Lauren and Ellie 
escaped from their home in 
Pakenham Place and were taken 
to hospital after inhaling smoke 
during the blaze. 

Neighbour Paula Calver said 
firefighters had commented on 
the row of wooden posts along 
the area in front of the homes, 
which meant the fire engine 
could not be driven close to the 
home. 

Paula said: “They put them 
there to stop people parking on 
the grass verges, but it means 
they are obstructing emergency 
vehicles getting to our homes. 
Luckily this house was next to the 
street, but if it had been one at 
the other end of the row, the 
situation could have been much 
more serious. 

“I think some of the residents 
have tried to get the posts 
removed and don’t think they 
should have been put there in the 
first place.” 

Havebury Housing Chief 
Executive Karen Mayhew said: 
“The safety of residents is of 
paramount importance to us. 

“We have investigated this 
incident and have been informed 
by the Fire Service that there 
were no access issues as a result 
of the bollards. 

“If the bollards had been in the 
way of the fire tender, they would 
have been removed by the Fire 
Service.” 


Blaze hits cottage on eve 
of couple’s move-out day

FIRE destroyed a 17th century thatched 
home on Tuesday night - the day before 
the couple who live there were due to 
move. 

No-one was hurt in the blaze at the 
detached house in Chapel Road, 
Ridgewell, near Haverhill, where eight fire 
crews worked through the night to control 
the blaze. 

It was feared that part of the walls of 
what remained of the house could have 
been left in an unstable condition and a 
structural engineer’s report was being 
prepared. 

Owners Susan and Peter Jay were too 
upset to talk about the fire, but their next- 
door neighbours Tony and Marjie 
Underhill said they and other village 
residents had rallied round to save as 
many of the couple’s possessions as 
possible from the house. 

Marjie said: “We smelt something and 
we went all round our garden, but thought 
it must be coming from somewhere in the 
village. We went back inside and started 
watching television, and then Sue came

round, banged on the window and said 
the thatch was on fire. Everyone tried to 
help them empty their things from the 
house. The fire service was here very 
quickly and the firemen were absolutely 
fantastic - you could not fault them at all. 

“It was a very thick thatch and it burned 
very quickly. It was very close to our house 
and we were quite worried about that. It 
was very frightening. I just feel so sorry for 
Peter and Sue." 

An officer from Essex Fire Service, who 
was carrying out a fire investigation at the 
scene, said a spark from an open fire in the 
property was being looked at as a possible 
cause of the fire and urged people to get 
their chimneys swept before they light the 
first fire of the winter. 

Dan Shelley, a removal man from Pick- 
fords, said he was at the property at about 
9am but arrived to find their home in 
ruins. 

He said: “We got a call on our way here 
to tell us about the fire. All the community 
got together and helped them to move out 
some of their things.”

It’s time to act 

on A1307 danger’ 


YOUNG dad Sam Potter was so 
saddened by a tragic accident on 
the A1307 that he started an 
online petition for safety 
measures on the road. 

Sam, 26, the proud father of 21- 
month-old Tegan, was caught up in the 
traffic brought to a halt after the 
accident on Sunday, September 18 in 
which 66-year-old Michael Kidd and his 
13-year-old grandson loshua Bysouth, 
from Saffron Walden, were killed. 

Sam said: “It was only when I got 
home that I heard that a 13-year-old 
boy had been killed and that is why I 
decided to try to do something to help. 

“Every few weeks you see a new 
bunch of flowers on the road where 
someone has died, but for such a 
young, innocent child to have his life 
cut short really hit home with me. I 
have a 21-month-old daughter myself 
and I cannot imagine how I would feel 
if anything happened to her. 
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“I think that junction where this 
latest accident happened needs to be 
changed. I don’t think there is anything 
wrong with the road, it is the speed that 
people are driving on that causes the 
problem. 

“At that junction you have to cross 
four lanes of fast traffic to get across 
from one side to the other. It is in a 
basin and coming down that hill you 
can easily get up to speeds of 80 mph or 
more without realising it. 

“It just does not give people time to 
cross, and I think it needs some way of 
making sure that it is not possible for 
people to travel at that speed, like a 
roundabout. 

“There have been a lot of comments 
made by road users, including a couple 
of driving instructors. I just thought if 
everyone who uses the road puts 


forward their ideas, then I can forward 
them all on to the local MP, so that he 
knows how everyone is feeling. 

“Usually you say does someone have 
to die on a road to get something done, 
but how many more people have to die 
before something is done to this one? I 
believe that since 1996 there have been 
35 deaths and 1,400 injuries, is that not 
enough? 

“I travelled on that road earlier this 
year and it is not the road that is the 
problem, it is the way people are using 
it. Why can it not be 50mph all the way 
through, with speed cameras there 
often enough that people won’t be 
prepared to risk speeding?” 

Sam and his partner, Leanne 
Causton, live in Kirtling Place, 
Haverhill and he works at Hughes in 
the High Street. 

He has set up the Facebook group 
‘A1307 Something has to Change’, 
which has a link to the petition.

and local councillors. 

The number of accidents on the 
A1307 has dropped by more than 
50 per cent in the last five years, 
helped by improvements including 
reduced speed limits, a speed 
camera, and improved signage. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, the council’s 
infrastructure chief, said: “While I 


am pleased with the impact of the 
improvements, the recent fatal 
accident at the Dean crossroads 
highlights the need to continue to 
constantly monitor the safety 
record on the road including 
looking at the outcomes of police 
investigations into 
the cause of any 
accidents which 
occur, to see what 
could be done to 
further reduce the 
number of 
accidents on the 
A1307.” 

Mrs Ford said 
the accident was a 
reminder of “just how dangerous” 
the road was. 

She said: “I hope the council will 
consider improved signage on 
approach roads. In addition, for 
many years, local residents have 
asked for reduction in the speed 
limit on the dual carriageway as 
well as additional enforcement.”

Listen to us 
on care home 

Sir, I’d like to start by thanking all 
those who worked so hard to 
collect the signatures for the 
petition neither to close Place 
Court nor to transfer it from county 
council management. 

That the petition was signed by so 
many health service professionals 
demonstrates that the general 
public is right to be concerned 
about the quality and standards of 
care in privately-run care homes. 
And yet Suffolk County Council 
dismissed the petition, not offering 
an opportunity for a public 
meeting in Haverhill to hear 
residents’ genuine concerns, but 
merely indicating that as a transfer 
to a third party operator occurs 
residents (of Place Court) would be 
kept informed. 

What an abuse of power. Haverhill 
has three elected Suffolk county 
councillors. Four thousand-plus 
residents have signed the petition 
to retain Place Court under the 
management of SCC. Yet, only Cllr 
Tim Marks attended the meeting 
where our petition and concerns 
were discussed. Why did others not 
attend and support the 4,000 
residents? This meeting was an 
opportunity for them to express 
their support; they are all fully 
aware of the fears and concerns of 
the residents and their families. 

The town council supported the 
petition campaign to demonstrate 
to the SCC the genuine dread and 
fear of those affected by any change 
at Place Court and the very genuine 
feelings of those who supported the 
petition. The very least the SCC 
could do was to meet our residents 
at a public meeting in Haverhill, 
before decisions were made. We 
are being ignored, it would appear, 
despite our campaign we are 
unlikely to succeed in having a 
voice at a public meeting in 
Haverhill. 

How is it our county councillors 
know that there will be a transfer to 
a third party operator, when their 
agenda papers state that no 
decision on the future will be made 
until April 2012? 

Why were groups of homes, rather 
than individual homes, marketed 
to third-party operators? Is the 
intention to centralise care 
provision in West Suffolk? 

Where were our county councillors 
when these decisions were made? 
How did they vote? Why are two 
day care centres excluded from this 
process, being “reserved” for 
“council employee initiatives”? 

Why isn’t Haverhill in this select 
group? Why hasn’t the county 
council revealed the names of 
those operators that have 
expressed an interest? 

Why am I asking these questions - 
what is the role of our county 
councillors in ensuring the best for 
their residents? This is not 
acceptable, we deserve better for 
residents in Place Court. Their 
families deserve answers from the 
SCC and our councillors, who you 
elected to represent our 
communities. They are 
accountable to their residents. 

I challenge our county councillors 
to attend a public meeting to 
answer these questions.

A PRIEST has moved to Suffolk to 
take over a group of rural parishes 
after almost 20 years in 
Nottinghamshire. 

The Reverend Derek Hollis was 
licensed at St Peter and St Paul’s 
church, Kedington, by Bishop Clive 
Young of Dunwich, on Tuesday night 
as the new Rector of the Stourhead 
Benefice, which also includes the 
parishes of Thurlow, Great Bradley, 
Great and Little Wratting and 
Barnardiston. The position has been 
vacant since the retirement of Canon 
John Eley last August. 

Before arriving in Kedington, Rev 
Hollis was in charge of a group of 


eight parishes in Nottingham for six 
years, and before that spent 12 years 
in charge of three parishes in 
Nottinghamshire, as well as three 
years in Leicestershire. 

He gained a degree in French, 
German and politics at Loughborough 
University, then for 12 months before 
he started at theology college worked 
at Mission to Seafarers in 
Bremerhaven, Germany, visiting 300 
ships with crew from 30 nations. 

He said: “We visited every ship 
that came into the harbour and met 
people from all over the world. I had 
to spend 12 months gaining pastoral 
experience and obviously my 


language skills proved very useful. I 
was working with predominantly 
German people; my immediate boss 
was a German Lutheran and there 
was also a French Roman Catholic. 

“I had visited Suffolk years ago 
with my parents and I thought it 
looked like a very exciting 
appointment. It is obviously a place 
with a lot of community involvement, 
where people are working together. 

“It is a beautiful church, absolutely 
magnificent. My wife Sally and I have 
spent two weeks settling in, so we 
have not visited all the parishes yet, 
but we have had a very nice 
welcome.” 


Hundreds of

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Warning over 
cold-call scam 

POLICE are warning Suffolk residents to 
be on their guard after receiving reports of 
a telephone scam. 

Officers have been contacted by 
residents who have been received a cold 
call from someone offering a personal 
loan. Often they will claim to be from the 
Ministry of Finance, Money Saving Expert 
or a loan company - but in all instances 
they are not genuine. 

The caller will ask for the victim to send 
them a fee in the form of a Ukash voucher 
code by email or over the telephone. The 
company will then contact the victim on 
further occasions asking for more fees but 
inevitably the loan never arrives. 

Ukash vouchers can be bought from 
high-street shops using cash and can then 
be used online rather than providing bank 
or credit card details. 

They are never genuinely used as 
advanced-fee payment for loans or other 
similar products. They are designed for 
the purchase of goods from the internet 
or other retailers. Anyone offering a 
genuine loan will not ask for a cash 
payment up front. 

Police are urging residents not to 
provide voucher details or any other 
personal details to a third party, especially 
those who are cold-calling. They should 
be treated with as much security as debit 
or credit card details. 

A spokesman said: “Fraudsters will try 
anything to get you to part with your cash 
so if you receive any unsolicited calls from 
people asking you for cash or voucher 
details then please do not give it to them.”

Seatbelt campaign 

MORE than nine motorists a day were 
caught not wearing their seatbelt during a 
recent week-long campaign. 

Suffolk Police officers were deployed 
countywide to clamp down on people not 
wearing a seatbelt or not using the 
appropriate child restraints during the 
campaign from September 12-18, led by 
Tispol - the European Traffic Police 
Network. 

During the campaign 66 Fixed Penalty 
Notices were issued in total, equating to 
an average of 9.4 per day. 

In a similar campaign in February, 
Suffolk Police issued 186 notices, equating 
to nearly 22.6 per day and during the same 
campaign last September 102 notices 
were issued, averaging nearly 14.6 per day.

M UCH has been 
written recently 
about the ability of 
communities in the future 
to influence planning. 

Whilst the proposed legislation 
still has to pass through all the 
Parliamentary stages, with all the 
amendments gathering along the 
way, let us not forget that 
residents have always been able 
to influence planning policies and 
decisions. All too often though, 
residents have got involved too 
late in the process, and have been 
frustrated when their concerns 
are seemingly ignored. So how 
can residents really influence 
planning policies ? I’ll use, by way 
of example, two live issues - 
Haverhill Business Park and 
Hamlet Croft. 

Planning is policy-led. Central 
Government policy sets the scene 
with national targets, and local 
policies set the local agenda. 
Without such policies the world 
(or at least the UK) would be full 
of inappropriate development. I 
will try not to give a current 
example of development without 
planning approval, but would 
refer to some of “shanty home” 
developments of the 1920s which 
led to the formulation of planning 
policy - Jaywick, Laindon Hills 
(where there is a shanty home 
museum), Canvey Island. 

Although both Haverhill 
developments are now reaching 
the formal planning application 
stage, they were first identified as 
sites for development early in the 
current century. There would, at 


that time, have been a series of 
public meetings conducted by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
to identify future development 
sites. 

I know from discussions with 
the town clerk that sadly, despite 
being held in Haverhill, these 
meetings were poorly-attended. 
Without objections from residents 
the sites were incorporated in the 
St Edmundsbury Borough Local 
Plan 2016. This plan sets out the 
local policy for development - 
once in the plan there is a 
presumption in favour of 
development. 

The detail of that development 
is contained within the formal 
planning application - strangely, 
the sight of a planning notice 
seems to bring it home to 
residents that development is 
happening. For major 
developments such as these two, 
by the time the application is 
submitted (and don’t forget the 
planning application fee for these 
sites will be in the tens of 
thousands of pounds) the detail 
of the application has been tested 
against all the current planning 
policies, and with the borough 
council’s planning team, to 
ensure that its success is assured. 

There are applications (not 
these two) that are submitted 
without reference to planning 
policies - these are blindingly 
obvious to even an untrained 
eye, and bound to fail. For large- 
scale developments such as these 
the applicant has to submit 
independent assessments 
covering contamination, impact 


on traffic, landscaping, habitat, 
sustainability, surface and foul 
water disposal, to mention but a 
few. 

So what can residents do to 
influence planning decisions ? 
Firstly - get involved early, 
before the sites are accepted as 
being suitable for development. 
Secondly, at the planning 
application stage, read the 
application and compare it to 
the current planning policies of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and national planning 
guidance, and respond by 
highlighting where the 
application differs from those 
policies. And thirdly, by 
submitting evidence where it 
would appear the application is 
“glossing over” issues - if the site 
floods, do you have photographs 
to show it flooding? If traffic is an 
issue then do a traffic count, take 
some photographs of 
congestion. And contact the 
town council - we hold copies of 
all current applications, and 
policies, and can advise on the 
application, and suggest 
responses. 

There has recently been 
published an eight-step guide on 
“How to Respond to Planning 
Applications”. It is available to 
download from the internet, or 
ask the town clerk for a copy. 

Always consult your local 
councillors for support and 
assistance if you are struggling to 
submit documentation setting 
out your concerns. It can be very 
complicated if you are not 
involved in planning matters.

In fairness to 
the honest majority of people who pay 
the fee, we will prosecute those who try 
to avoid it.

month battle with 
cancer that doctors 
told her she might 
not survive, only to 
be told there was a 
99.9 per cent chance 
she would never 
have children - it’s 
nothing short of a 
miracle. 

Claire was just 19 and in 
her second year of a 
biology degree at Warwick 
University when she was 
told she had Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma - cancer of the 
white blood cells. 

“I was diagnosed in 
March 2006 but looking 
back I was ill from around 
the Christmas of my first 
year at uni,” says the 25- 
year-old. “I went to 
Australia that Christmas 
and contracted whooping 
cough, which is really 
strange for an 18-year-old 
in this day and age. 
Looking back, I now know 
it’s because I had a large 
mass on my chest that had 
made me more 
vulnerable.” 

Claire had also noticed 
a pain in her throat 
whenever she had an 
alcoholic drink. Doctors 
thought it was an alcohol 
allergy, but the problem 
turned out to be in her 
lymph nodes-a 


symptom of Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma. 

By the December of 
2005, when Claire was in 
her second year, her 
health had deteriorated 
further. “I was feeling 
more tired, I felt quite run 
down and noticed I was 
picking up colds more 
easily.” 

In February 2006, she 
found a lump in her neck, 
which her GP thought 
could be a viral problem. 
Blood tests showed she 
was anaemic but, despite 
feeling increasingly tired, 
she managed to juggle 30 
hours of labs and lectures 
a week with working part- 
time and playing rugby. 

When the lump 
continued to grow, Claire 
returned to her doctor. “I 
went for another blood 
test and I got a call very 
soon after from the doctor 
himself,” she explains. 

“He said they had my 
results and they wanted to 
get an appointment for 
me with a haematologist 
at Warwick Hospital. I 
expected him to say there 
would be a letter in the 
post, but he said it would 
be at 9 o’clock the next 
morning.” 

Claire’s parents arrived 
from Manchester to 
support their daughter at 
the appointment, which 
resulted in her being 
given a strong dose of 
antibiotics, as the doctors 
believed she had a severe 


viral infection. The course 
of drugs was supposed to 
last six weeks, but, when 
the lump in her neck con¬ 
tinued to grow for another 
three weeks, Claire 
returned to hospital. 

“By this point my neck 
was as wide as my face,” 
she remembers. “I had a 
week of tests, scans and X- 
rays, and then on the 
Friday - it was March 31, 
2006 - there was a 
meeting with the team, 
and they told me I had 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

“They explained that it’s 
a very treatable form of 
cancer, one of those ‘if 
you’re going to have can¬ 
cer it’s a good one to have’, 
kind of thing. They said 85 
per cent of people had 
one line of chemotherapy, 
and then some radio¬ 
therapy, and were fine. 

“It was scary, and it was 
upsetting, but they said I 
would have treatment 
over the next four to five 
months. It felt 
manageable.” 

Claire met with her 
tutors and it was decided, 
as she had missed so 
much of her second year 
due to her poor health, 
she would repeat it that 
October, following her 
treatment. She then 
moved back to her 
parents’ home to begin 
her treatment at 
Manchester’s Christie 
hospital. 

“I started chemo¬ 


therapy and it was one 
morning every fortnight,” 
explains Claire. 

“Obviously all the side 
effects were horrible: I felt 
tired and sick, my hair fell 
out, it just knocked you 
out. I would go for chemo 
feeling fine, feel 
horrendous that 
afternoon, then go to bed 
for a few days.” 

Claire’s treatment 
continued until August 
and she seemed to be 
responding well. 
“Everything in my neck 
had gone down, die X-ray 
looked like everything in 
my chest was shrinking 
but, in the short space of 
time between the end of 
my treatment and the 
scan, which was only two 
or three weeks, I relapsed, 
and everything grew back. 
I went from being in the 
85 per cent category and 
thinking I had the ‘nice’ 
form, to being told I was 
in the 15 per cent, with a 
much more aggressive 
form. 

“That was worse than 
being told I had cancer in 
the first place because 
then it was really 
unknown. The doctors 
were no longer saying ‘this 
is the plan of action; this is 
how long it’s going to be’. 
Now they were saying 
they would do everything 
they could, but they didn’t 
know what the outcome 
was going to be.” 

A further eight months

of chemotherapy followed, 
which started with Claire 
spending one day in 
hospital every week, and 
then one week in hospital, 
followed by two weeks off. 
During her hospital stays, 
she organised a ball to raise 
money for Cancer 
Research UK, the charity 
she now works for in the 
product development 
team, and as a media 
volunteer. 

The chemotherapy was 
preparing Claire’s body for 
the final part of her 
treatment plan - a stem 
cell transplant, which she 
underwent in April 2007. 
“The treatment has been 
going for about 10 years 
and my reasons for 
working with Cancer 
Research UK, as opposed 
to another cancer research 
charity, are partly due to 
this treatment as it was 
Cancer Research UK 
scientists that showed the 
success of stem cell 
transplants, which really 
resonates with me.” 

Before Claire could have 
the treatment, which had a 
50:50 chance of being 
successful for her, she had 
to give herself growth 
factor hormone injections 
every day. “The growth 
factor causes your body to 
produce more of all of your 
blood cells - including 
stem cells - than it would 
normally,” she explains. 
“Once they get to a certain 
level, you are hooked up to 
a machine which basically 
takes the blood out of you 
by one artery, centrifuges 
it, so spins it really fast, all 
the stems cells drop to the 
bottom, then they put the 
blood back in your body by 
another vein. 

“The stem cells are 
cleaned to make sure there 
are no cancer cells, and put 
in the freezer until the time 
when the doctors think the 
chemo has killed enough 
of the cancer, and that this 
one last thing is going to 
work.” 

Claire had to go into 
isolation for her transplant. 
“I was given an incredibly 
high dose of chemo¬ 
therapy, which basically 
kills all of your bone 
marrow, your whole 
immune system and, in 
theory, kills all of your 
cancer at the same time. I 
was then given my stem 
cells back so, because stem 
cells re-grow everything, 
they rebuild your whole 
immune system. It’s 
incredible.” 

Claire responded well to 
the transplant and, after 
four weeks in isolation, was 
allowed to go home. She 
had a final dose of 
radiotherapy “just to check

they’d got everything” and 
she had finally won her 
battle with cancer. 

“It’s really weird, you 
have all this treatment 
then, at the end, they just 
say ‘right then, we’ll see you 
in a couple of months’. I 
was like, where’s my scan? I 
want my sticker that says 
‘I’m cancer free’. But they 
can’t tell you for certain.” 

That October, a year later 
than planned, Claire 
returned to university and 
graduated with a 2:1 
Biological Sciences degree. 

Regular check-ups 
showed no sign of the 
cancer returning, but 
Claire was dealt another 
blow when she found out 
the treatment that had 
saved her life had left her 
infertile. “A fertility 
specialist told me there was 
a 99.9 per cent chance I 
would never have children. 

I could carry a child, but I’d 
never be able to conceive 
naturally.” 

A month after she got 
the news, Claire met 
Stephen Lambert. “We met 
at university but he didn’t 
know me very well. I played 
women’s rugby and he 
played rugby league. He 
was ‘rugby league Steve’ to 
me, and I think I was ‘that 
girl who’s got cancer’ to 
him - not in a horrible way. 

We got together a month 
after I was told I was 
infertile and I told him 
about it on our second 
date. It just came up in 
conversation.” 

Claire was told the only 
way she would be able to 
have a family would be to 
have a donor egg and IVF. 

In April this year, the

couple - who had moved 
to Cambridge the previous 
summer to take up new 
jobs - got engaged and, just 
a month later, Claire 
discovered she was 
pregnant. “I thought I had 
the worst hangover of my 
life and it turned out to be 
morning sickness,” she 
smiles. “It was a massive 
shock and, it’s quite hard to 
admit this, but I didn’t have 
very positive emotions at 
first. I’d just got to a place 
where I had accepted I 
wouldn’t have children 
naturally, and really had it 
set in my mind the process 
we would have to go 
through when we decided 
we were going to have 
children. 

“I think I’ve only just 
started to get used to the 
idea and now I’m very 
excited -1 just want to 
meet the baby!” 

Claire has been in 
remission for just over four 
years and her appointment 
next year will hopefully be 
her final one. “The five year 
survival statistics for 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma are 
quite high - the chances of 
relapse are really individual 
and the chances of 
secondary cancer, well, I’d 
rather not dwell on them. 
Now I’m pregnant, I feel 
like it’s a whole new 
chapter. There was a point 
when I thought about 
relapse all the time but 
that’s lifted a bit now, it will 
always be there, but less 
and less. There are other 
things now; I’m going to be 
a mother and a wife.”

but you’re not going to get a big 
round of applause every time they 
shout ‘cut! ’. I’d forgotten what that 
feels like.” 

Despite living in Cambridgeshire 
for the past eight years, Groves 
admits he doesn’t know Cambridge 
very well so will also be taking 
advantage of his stint at the Arts to 
get to know the city better. 

The actor shared his home in 
Great Staughton, near St Neots, 
with wife Hannah Waterman - who 
played Laura Beale in EastEnders - 
until their well-publicised split on 
New Year’s Day last year. A familiar 


face around the area - this summer, 
he staged The Ricky Groves Help 
for Heroes Golf Day in Abbotsley, 
which he hopes will become an 
annual event. 

Despite his successes, Groves 
admits that acting was “never a 
childhood dream”, and his route 
into the business was a less than 
conventional one. 

“I was a chef for many years but 
I got bored with that after a while. 
Then I started seeing a girl whose 
father was involved in a drama 
group. The next thing you know, 
it’s: ‘Can you help out, can you play 
an angry villager?’ Then one day 
your angry villager is given a line 
and you get bitten by it.” 

As well as his time on 
EastEnders, a particular highlight 
of his career, Groves enthuses, was 
his 10 weeks on Strictly in 2009. 

“It was one of the best 
experiences of my life. I’ve a 
wonderful memory of the show. It’s 
just about to start up again too, with 
a whole new load of victims. But 
lovely Erin [Boag, his former dance 
partner] is still in it so I’ll be 
backing her. I’m going to stay with 
her actually when we’re in 
Richmond, so it’ll be nice to catch 
up with her then.”

The big film 


THE DEBT certificate 15 
113m 

JOHN Madden directs a gripping 
film about three retired Mossad 
agents who come face to face 
with the spectres of the past. 

The Debt is a political thriller that 
cranks up the tension and 
elegantly conceals plot twists by 
cutting back and forth between 
events in 1966 and 1997. 

On the whole, Madden abides by 
convention but occasionally 
wrong-foots us, including a jaw- 
dropping shock in the opening 10 
minutes that sparks nagging 
doubts about the life expectacy of 
the lead characters. 

The casualties of war are high and 
star billing offers scant protection 
from an inglorious early exit. 

In Tel Aviv, 1997, Sarah Singer 
(Romi Aboulafia) proudly unveils a 
book about her mother Rachel 
(Helen Mirren), father Stephan 
(Tom Wilkinson) and fellow 
Mossad operative David Peretz 
(Ciaran Hinds), who were 
despatched to East Berlin in 1966 
to hunt down Nazi war criminal 
Dieter Vogel (Jesper Christensen). 




Through interviews with the people 
who were there, Sarah has penned 
a vivid account of the trio’s 
exploits and their determination to 
bring Vogel to justice. 

Faced with this, Rachel recalls the 
past with shame and despair. In 
flashback, we witness Rachel 
(Jessica Chastain) arrive in the 
divided capital where she poses as 
the infertile wife of David (Sam 
Worthington) to secure a 
consultation with gynaecologist 
Vogel. 

Stephan (Marton Csokas) 
conceives the daring plan to 
kidnap ’the Surgeon of Birkenau’. 
However, Vogel is no pushover. 
Madden directs the set pieces with 


aplomb, including a perfectly- 
timed escape from the doctor’s 
surgery. 

Screen chemistry between 
Chastain and Worthington sizzles 
and Mirren commands attention in 
later sequences. 

Christensen is mesmerising as the 
villain of the piece but there are a 
few plot holes, not least the 
remarkable sprightliness of Vogel 
in the latter sequences. 

We forgive Madden’s film the odd 
indiscretion because the 
characters don’t forgive 
themselves, haunted by Stephan’s 
assertion that: “Truth is a luxury. 
Some people have to put other 
things first.”

With 50 years of gardening 
experience under his belt in the 
garden of the house he has lived 
in throughout that time, set in 
three-quarters of an acre in West 
Sussex, he now shares some of his 
horticultural experiences in his 
latest book, Growing To A Ripe 
Old Age. 

For a while, he became 
obsessed with roses, he admits, 
joining the Royal National Rose 
Society (RNRS) and entering his 
roses in the Billingshurst Show. 

“Roses can become an 
obsession, a mania, a disease, and 
I caught it. Some of the madder 
members (of the RNRS) refer to

themselves by the fairly frightful 
sobriquet of ‘rosarians’, and while 
I never went as far as that, I went 
pretty far. 

“I got all the society’s books 
and used to sit up late into the 
night with catalogues of roses, 
planning and re-planning beds of 
different shapes with roses of 
different combinations to go in 
different parts of the garden.” 

He’s grown all manner of roses, 
from hybrid teas and floribundas 
to China roses, David Austin 
roses, shrub roses, ramblers and 
more, and has even tried growing 
roses from seed. 

“I am pleased to say that sanity 


has returned and we are now 
down to one excellent rose bed 
with a few other roses here and 
there,” he reflects. 

During his rose show days, he 
used to spray his prize roses to 
stop black spot and mildew, took 
action against greenfly and other 
aphids and would strip all but one 
bud from the leading shoots in the 
hope of obtaining one perfect 
bloom on each. 

These days, the former 
columnist for The Oldie is more 
relaxed about his roses. 

“My bed isn't colour co¬ 
ordinated. They’re just jumbled 
up. I’m very bad on colours. I 
tend to wear the wrong coloured 
pullover with the wrong trousers. 

“Anyway, I don’t believe that 
roses ever clash. So any mixed 
bed will look OK as long as you 
have the heights right, so 
obviously don’t put the short¬ 
growing ones in the middle, or 
they’ll disappear.” 

Today, he has one main rose 
bed comprising mainly hybrid 
teas, with the occasional David 
Austin thrown in, and another 


smaller one in the vegetable patch 
which he uses for cutting. He 
grows around a dozen varieties 
but among his favourites is 
‘Sutter’s Gold’, a hybrid tea rose 
with deep yellow blooms with a 
pink flush. 

“It’s quite an old rose, but for 
all its failings, in that it doesn’t 
last very long in water, it has a 
wonderful scent, grows on lovely 
long stems and produces blooms 
of a perfect shape.” 

He thinks it's best to grow roses 
in one bed and to feed them three 
times - once in spring, another in 
summer and the third in autumn - 


and spray them against fungi and 
mildew once a fortnight 
throughout summer. 

“There are those who have a 
childlike faith in spraying 
greenfly with soap and water in 
the belief that this will drown 
them, which in my experience it 
doesn't. 

“You can choose a proprietary 
insecticide which boasts of its 
Green, organic and generally 
harmless properties, but I find 
these also to be harmless to the 
creatures they are meant to kill. 

“So I can only suggest that you 
look along the shelf in the garden 


centre and choose some poison 
which somehow persuades you 
that it might do the job.” 

Edward also takes care over 
pruning, although he recalls an 
experiment by one of the 
horticultural societies in which 
one lot of rose bushes were 
pruned lightly, another lot heavily 
and a third were hacked with a 
hedge cutter. 

“To the great surprise of one 
and all, those hacked off with the 
hedge cutter did the best,” he 
recalls, although he’s never been 
brave enough to do that to his own 
roses.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

I Q Send off change of address cards.
